PREFACE. 


On  the  retirement  of  the  late  W.  H.  James  Weale  from  the  Keeper- 
ship  of  the  National  Art  Library  at  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum, 
the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  in  the  desire  that  his  great 
knowledge  of  early  stamped  bookbindings  should  be  utilised,  invited 
him  to  prepare  a  catalogue  of  bindings  of  this  class  in  the  Depart- 
ments of  Manuscripts  and  Printed  Books.  It  was  further  arranged 
that  Mr.  Weale's  descriptions  of  the  bindings  should  be  accompanied 
by  illustrations  of  the  more  important  stamps  made  by  photo- 
zincography from  copies  made  by  hand,  this  method  of  reproduction 
being  peculiarly  suitable  to  small  stamps  used  in  repetition,  since 
a  careful  copyist  by  comparing  all  the  impressions  can  give  a  better 
rendering  of  the  design  than  any  obtainable  by  photography.  When 
Mr.  Weale  had  written  descriptions  of  some  three  hundred  bindings, 
to  fulfil  the  conditions  of  his  remuneration  laid  down  by  the  Treasury, 
sheets  B  to  I  were  printed  off ;  another  sheet  followed  a  little  later, 
and  then  increasing  infirmities  prevented  him  from  completing  the 
work.  After  Mr.  Weale's  death,  in  order  that  use  might  be  made 
both  of  his  descriptions  and  of  some  four  hundred  and  ninety  illus- 
trations specially  made  by  Miss  E.  Ibbs  under  his  instructions, 
the  materials  were  handed  over  to  Mr.  Lawrence  Taylor,  an  Assistant- 
Keeper  in  the  Department  of  Printed  Books,  to  do  what  he  could 
with  them.  With  great  patience  Mr.  Taylor  took  up  the  threads 
which  Mr.  Weale  had  left  in  some  disorder,  and  identified  and  de- 
scribed all  the  bindings  from  which  illustrations  in  plates  xxiii-xxxii. 
had  been  taken,  with  the  exception  of  fifteen,  for  which  descriptions 
were  found  among  Mr.  Weale's  papers. 

Since  Mr.  Weale  discontinued  his  work,  both  the  Department  of 
Manuscripts  and  that  of  Printed  Books  have  acquired  additional 
stamped  bindings,  and  even  as  regards  the  examples  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Trustees  when  it  was  begun,  this  catalogue  should  be 
regarded  rather  as  comprising  a  large  selection  than  as  complete. 
In  times  of  less  financial  pressure  it  would  have  been  impossible  to 
abstain  from  describing  and  illustrating  the  fine  binding  of  the 
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twelfth  century  Constantinus  Africanus,  bought  at  Mr.  George 
Dunn's  sale  in  1913,  now  Egerton  MS.  2900,  and  the  much  later 
Rotheram  de  pluralitate,  Egerton  MS.  2892.  On  the  former  is  a 
stamp  nearly  identical  with  one  (PL  i.  2)  on  the  first  of  Mr.  Weale's 
bindings,  combined  with  others  which  link  both  examples  not  only 
tot  he  Winchester  group,  but  also  to  the  Durham  Leviticus  mentioned 
on  p.  5.  The  latter  (Eg.  2892)  seems  to  show  that  twelfth  century 
designs,  with  very  slight  modifications,  survived  in  English  use 
till  the  middle  of  the  fifteenth  century. 

While  it  would  be  thus  pleasant  to  make  the  catalogue  more 
comprehensive,  it  has  been  thought  better,  under  present  circum- 
stances, to  finish  it  off,  as  has  now  been  done,  rather  than  to  hold 
it  .up  any  longer  in  the  hope  of  continuing  it  on  the  scale  originally 
proposed.

STAMPED   BINDINGS. 

PART  I.— EUROPEAN,  before  a.d.  1500. 


ANGLO-NORMAN,  C.  1145. 


Oak  Boards  covered  with  brown  goat-skin  (261  X  145).  Re- 
backed  ;  the  back  had  two  bands  besides  the  head  and  tail  bands. 
The  sides,  relaid,  are  divided  into  compartments  by  plain  bands 
outlined  by  pairs  of  tillets,  and  stamped  at  each  end  with  an  eight- 
foiled  rosette. 

Upper  side :  In  the  centre  is  a  medallion  (21)  with  the  winged 
ox,  emblematic  of  Saint  Luke,  on  a  diamond  panel  of  reticulated 
cable-work  with  dots  in  the  interspaces.  The  four  triangular  com- 
partments abutting  on  this  central  panel  are  each  adorned  with  a 
wivern  within  a  lobe  [Plate  i,  1  (26*5)],  and  a  vertical  row  of  five 
impressions  of  a  cruciform  ornament  within  an  ellipse  (11*5). 
Above  and  below  are  four  rectangular  stamps  (17  X  16),  two,  on 
the  dexter  side,  of  a  warrior  on  horseback  armed  with  a  sword, 
advancing  to  attack,  and  two,  on  the  sinister  side,  of  a  man  with  a 
buckler  and  a  huge  club  kneeling  on  one  knee  ready  to  repel  the 
assailant  [PI.  i,  2].  The  outer  border  at  both  head  and  foot  is 
formed  by  six  impressions  of  a  rectangular  stamp  (18  X  21)  bearing 
two  human-headed  birds  endorsed,  their  tails  uniting  in  a  pal  mated 
leaf;  and  at  each  side,  by  twelve  of  another  (15  X  21)  with  a 
peacock  feeding  across  a  garland  suspended  from  the  upper  corners, 
the  background  powdered  with  dots  in  triplets  [PL  i,  31. 

Under  side  :  In  the  centre,  a  wheel  formed  by  an  eight-foiled 
rosette  around  which  are  grouped  eight  impressions  of  the  wivern 
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within  a  lobe  [PI.  i,  1]  ;  the  spares  between  the  heads  of  the  lobes 
are  each  stamped  with  a  rosette.  The  triangular  compartments 
abutting  on  the  wheel  are  adorned  with  two  vertical  bands  of 
diaper  (B.  14)  between  two  pairs  of  impressions  of  an  arched  stamp 
(15-5  X  15-5)  bearing  a  ram  grazing  [PI.  i,  4].  Above  and  below 
are  four  impressions  of  a  rectangular  stamp  (17  X  19)  of  a  cock 
running  under  two  boughs  leaning  one  against  the  other  [PI.  i,  5]. 
The  border  is  formed  by  repeated  impressions  of  honeysuckle  orna- 
ment [PI.  i,  6  (19-5  X  19)]  at  the  head  and  foot,  and  of  a  palmated 
leaf  encircled  by  nine  dots  [PL  i,  7  (17  X  18)]  at  the  sides. 

Add.  MS.  35,167.     Evangelium  secundum  Lucam.     c.  1145. 

All  the  stamps  employed  to  adorn  this  binding,  with  the  exception  of  two— the 
man  with  the  buckler  and  club  on  the  upper,  and  the  diaper  on  the  under  side — 
occur  on  the  covers  of  two  volumes  bound  before  1146  for  Henry,  son  of  Louis  VII, 
King  of  France,  now  preserved  in  the  Library  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  at  Mont- 
pellier.  Rubbings  of  these  are  in  the  National  Art  Library  at  South  Kensington, 
nos.  6  to  9. 


SOUTH    OF    ENGLAND,    XII  CENT. 

2.  "Wooden  boards  covered  with  brown  goat-skin  (240  X  160).  The 
back  has  three  bands  besides  the  head  and  tail  bands.  The  sides 
are  divided  into  compartments  by  plain  bands  outlined  by  pairs  of 
fillets,  and  relieved  with  eight-foiled  rosettes. 

Upper  side :  The  centre  is  divided  by  a  horizontal  band  into  two 
compartments,  each  impressed  with  an  elliptical  stamp  (27  X  18) 
representing  a  bishop  or  abbot  in  pontifical  vestments,  holding  a 
crosier  in  his  right  hand  and  a  book  in  his  left.  At  each  side  of 
these  are  four  impressions  of  a  lion  passant  (15  X  19);  and  above 
and  below,  a  row  of  knights  on  horseback,  with  lances  and  pennons, 
three  (20-5  X  20  •  5)  riding  to  the  right,  and  one  (20  •  5  X  20)  riding 
to  the  left.  The  border  at  each  side  is  subdivided  by  single  fillets 
into  seven  oblong  panels,  each  having  in  the  corners  a  dot  within  a 
ring  and  in  the  centre  a  cordate  stamp  (22  x  16)  bearing  a  pal- 
mated leaf.  At  both  head  and  foot  are  seven  juxtaposed  impres- 
sions of  a  half-length  figure  of  a  man  holding  a  large  shield  in  his 
right  hand  and  a  club  in  his  left,  beneath  a  depressed  round  arch 
supported  by  two  columns  (20  X  17  •  5). 

Under  side  :  In  the  centre,  three  impressions,  in  a  row,  of  a 
church  with  a  turret  (49  x  21*5),  the  last,  on  the  dexter  side 
[PI.  i,  8],  having  an  apsidal  chancel  formed  by  the  juxtaposition  of 
a  second  stamp  (21  "5  x  12).  Above  this  row  are  two  impressions 
of  the  warrior  with  shield  and  club  adorning  the  border  of  the  upper 
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side,  between  two  medallions  (20*5)  with  the  winged  ox  of  Saint 
Luke.  Above  these  are  two  impressions  of  a  four-legged  centaur 
discharging  an  arrow  at  a  stag  [PI.  i,  9  (20  X  40)]  repeated  at  the 
foot.  The  border  at  both  head  and  foot  consists  of  seven  impres- 
sions of  a  king  holding  a  palm  branch,  and  riding  to  the  right  on  a 
galloping  steed  (20  X  20) ;  and,  at'  each  side,  of  a  band  of  diaper 
formed  by  eight  impressions  of  a  stamp  (19  X  18)  bearing  a  saltire 
between  four  men's  heads  in  profile.

WINCHESTER,   C.  1150. 

3.  Wooden  boards  covered  with  white  doe-skin  stained  pink  (491  X 
281).  The  back,  plain,  is  divided  into  eight  compartments  by  seven 
bands. 

Upper  side :  The  central  portion  is  treated  quarterly  1  and  4 
bearing  eight  impressions  of  a  circular  stamp  (25)  charged  with  a 
two-legged  dragon  [PI.  i,  10] ;  2  and  3,  ten  impressions  of  an 
amphisbene  (20  X  20) ;  two  vertical  rows  in  each  quarter.  These 
are  surrounded  by  a  double  border  formed  by  detached  vertical  and 
horizontal  rows  of  stamps  ;  the  stamp  employed  for  the  inner  row 
bearing  a  lion  passant  to  right  [PI.  i,  11  (15  "5  X  19)],  and  the  outer 
row  being  composed  of  repeated  impressions  of  a  stamp  (17  X  23) 
forming  an  undulating  stem  encircling  ovals  occupied  alternately 
by  foliage  and  by  a  couple  of  birds  endorsed  [PI.  i,  12]. 

Under  side:  In  the  middle  three  large  wheels  (100)  formed  by 
a  central  circular  stamp  (25)  charged  with  a  two-legged  dragon 
[PI.  i,  10],  and  ten  radiating  stamps  (26),  each  bearing  a  wivern 
within  a  lobe  [PI.  i,  13],  with  a  border  composed  of  repeated  im- 
pressions of  a  curved  stamp. [PL  i,  14]  bearing  an  undulating  stem 
of  foliage.  The  triangular  spaces  between  these  wheels  are  adorned 
with  three  stamps,  the  first  representing  a  winged  animal,  apparently 
the  ox  of  Saint  Luke,  facing  to  left  within  a  circle  ;  the  other  two, 
elliptical,  are  almost  effaced,  as  are  also  those,  one  circular  and  one 
palmated,  in  each  of  the  angles  at  both  the  head  and  foot.  On  each 
side  of  this  central  portion  is  a  vertical  row  of  sixteen  lions  passant 
(13  X  14).      The  whole  is  surrounded  by  a  border  formed  by  forty 
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impressions  of  a  rectangular  stamp  (17  •  5  X  23*5)  bearing  two  birds 
with  human  heads  endorsed  [PI.  i,  15]. 

Add.  MS.  15,350.     Cartulary  of  the  Priory  of  Saint  Swithin, 
"Winchester.      1130-50. 

This  is  the  largest,  but,  unfortunately,  the  least  well  preserved  of  three  voluniee 
bonrnl  by  the  monks  of  Saint  Swithin's  in  the  twelfth  century  that  have  come  down 
to  our  time.  It.  however,  retains  its  original  boards,  and  almost  all  the  slamps 
used  in  its  decoration  have  been  employed  on  the  covers  of  the  other  volumes. 
The  finest  of  these,  now  in  the  library  of  Mr.  H.  Yates  Thompson,  was  acquired  by 
him  at  the  sale  of  Mr.  W.  Morris's  collection  for  £180.  The  third  example  is  the 
Liber  de  frrris  Regis  reddehtibua  langabulum  et  brugium  in  Winton,  known  as  the 
■Winchester  Domesday  Book,  belonging  to  the  Society  of  Antiquaries. 

DURHAM,    XII    CENTURY. 

4.  AVooden  boards  (310  X  200),  covered  with  portions  of  the  original 
brown  goat-skin  cover  (275  X  166).  These  are  divided  into  com- 
partments by  plain  bands  outlined  by  pairs  of  fillets  and  stamped 
with  eight-foiled  rosettes. 

Upper  side :  In  the  centre  a  circular,  and  at  both  head  and  foot 
a  triangular  compartment  filled  with  interlacing  cable-work.  A  row 
of  juxtaposed  stamps  extends  from  the  central  compartment  towards 
each  corner:  1,  Sagittarius  [PI.  i,  16  (18  x  17)],  a  four-legged 
centaur,  discharging  an  arrow  ;  2,  a  marine  amphisbene  [PI.  i,  1 7 
(16  X  16)],  perhaps  meant  for  Neptune ;  3,  a  harper  (17  X  17) ;  4,  a 
hooded  four-legged  centaur  with  sword  and  shield  (18  X  18)  ;  all 
facing  the  centre.  Between  these  and  the  triangular  compartments 
are  bands  of  elliptical  diaper.  A  vertical  band  of  the  same,  and 
another  of  quatrefoils  within  lozenges  formed  by  repeated  impressions 
of  a  rectangular  stamp  (17  X  14),  fill  the  space  at  each  side. 

Under  side :  In  the  centre,  within  a  lozenge-shaped  compartment 
of  interlaced  cable-work,  is  an  elliptical  stamp  (28  X  20),  with  a 
figure  of  David  playing  the  harp.  Around  are  four  impressions  of 
a  triangular  stamp  (15  X  24)  of  a  peacock  feeding.  Above  each  of 
the  upper  ones  is  a  rectangular  stamp  (20  X  32)  representing  a  man 
with  his  right  hand  raised  as  if  addressing  a  woman  who  stands 
opposite  holding  up  a  heart  (?)  in  her  left  hand  ;  between  them,  a  large 
.  fleur  de  lys  [PL  ii,  1].  Below  the  other  two  are,  on  the  dexter  side, 
two  impressions  of  a  man  on  horseback,  and,  on  the  sinister,  two  of  a 
winged  monster,  both  rectangular  (18  x  18).  At  the  head  are  two 
elliptical  stamps,  with  figures  of  Christ  seated  on  the  rainbow 
(26  X  16)  and  Saint  Peter  (30  X  14),  and  at  the  foot,  two  others 
with  the  angel  Gabriel  (30  X  15)  and  the  Blessed  Virgin  (29  X  13) ; 
each  of  these  between  two  columns,  united  by  a  pointed  arch,  the 
tympanum  of  which  is  adorned  by  two  wiverns.      A  flowing  stem  of 
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foliage,  with  a  hound  facing  to  left  (57  X  17),  formed  by  the  juxta- 
position of  three  stamps,  runs  from  the  foot  to  the  band  surrounding 
the  central  compartment,  and  from  this  to  the  head.  A  vertical 
band  of  interlacements,  produced  by  the  repetition  of  a  stamp 
(20  X  14*5),  forms  the  border  on  each  side.

The  following  is  a  list  of  other  bindings  executed  in  the  Benedictine  Monastery

5.  Wooden  boards  (315  X  200),  with  portions  of  the  original  brown 
goat-skin  cover  laid  down  on  the  outer  sides  (300  X  190).  These 
are  divided  into  compartments  by  bands  outlined  by  pairs  of  fillets 
and  stamped  at  intervals  with  a  dot  within  a  ring  [PI.  ii,  2]. 

Upper  side  :  In  the  middle  are  three  rectangular  compartments, 
one  above  the  other,  the  uppermost  and  lowest  each  adorned  with 
the  lion  of  Saint  Mark  within  a  circle  [PL  ii,  3  (21*5)];  the  inter- 
mediate one  with  the  Holy  Lamb,  with  cross  and  banner  within  a 
circle  [PI.  ii,  4  (22)].  On  each  side  is  a  row  of  rectangular  stamps 
(16*5  x  16),  bearing  a  swan  with  a  tail  terminating  in  foliage 
[PI.  ii,  5]  ;  at .  both  head  and  foot,  a  row  of  rectangular  stamps 
(16  •  5  X  19),  charged  with  two  doves  endorsed,  with  a  bunch  of 
foliage  between  them  [PI.  ii,  6].  Beyond  these,  at  each  side,  is  a 
row  of  cordate  palmated  leaves  (22  X  19). 

Under  side :  similar  design.  In  the  centre,  within  an  ellipse 
(35  X  24),  David  crowned,  seated  playing  the  harp  ;  above  and  below 
are  three  impressions  of  the  Holy  Lamb  [PI.  ii,  4].  On  each  side  is 
a  row  of  cordate  palmated  leaves  (13  x  1 1)  ;  at  both  head  and  foot,  a 
row  of  rectangular  stamps  (18  X  20),  bearing  a  mounted  warrior 
with  drawn  sword  galloping  to  the  left.  Beyond  these,  at  each  side, 
fourteen  impressions  of  a  wivern  within  a  lobe  (28).

LONDON,  C.  1185. 

6.  Wooden  boards  covered  with  brown  goat-skin  (229  x  147).  Each 
side  has  a  border  formed  by  rows  of  stamps,  the  enclosed  space 
being  intersected  by  a  vertical  row  of  juxtaposed  stamps. 

Upper  side :  In  the  middle,  a  row  of  seven  impressions  of  a  lion 
passant  within  a  quatrefoil  flanked  by  four  trefoils  (22*5  X  25). 
The  lateral  compartments  are  adorned  with  three  impressions  of  a 
circle  (24),  and  two  of  a  lobe  (34),  each  enclosing  a  wivern  with  a 
long  tail  branching  out  into  foliage  ;  the  intervening  spaces  are 
stamped  with  a  small  quatrefoil.  The  border  on  the  dexter  side  is 
formed  by  eight  impressions  of  a  stamp  (18  x  24),  representing  two 
interlaced  wiverns  with  floriated  tails  ;  that  on  the  sinister  side  by 
ten  of  a  cruciform  foliated  ornament  [PI.  ii,  7  (21  X  21)].  At  both 
head  and  foot  is  a  row  of  five  cordate  palmated  leaves  [PI.  ii,  8 
(21-5  x  17)]. 

Under  side :  In  the  middle,  seven  impressions  of  a  stamp 
(25  X  25),  representing  within  a  quatrefoil  flanked  by  four  smaller 
ones,  David  crowned,  seated  with  his  legs  crossed,  playing  the  harp  ; 
on  each  side  of  him,  a  small  quatrefoil.  The  lateral  compartments 
are  adorned  with  three  impressions  of  a  gryphon  within  a  circle 
[PI.  ii,  9  (23)],  and  two  of  a  lobe  enclosing  two  wiverns,  from  the 
union  of  whose  foliated  tails  springs  a  vertical  stem,  terminating  in 
a  fleur  de  lys,  on  which  is  perched  a  bird  [PI.  ii,  10  (37)] ;  eight  of 
the  intervening  spaces  are  stamped  with  a  ten-foiled  rosette  within  a 
circle  (7*5);  the  other  four  with  a  dot  within  a  ring.

A  similar  binding  on  a  MS.  of  the  Schwabenspiegel  in  the  Germanic  Museum  at 
Nurnberg  is  reproduced  in  the  Catalogue  of  the  Bindings  there  preserved  (1889, 
p.  22),  and  in  Adam,  Der  Bucheinband,  p.  171..  Rubbings  of  other  bindings  by 
Hagmayer  are  in  the  National  Art  Library  at  South  Kensington,  Nos.  619  and  620. 

A  copy  of  Saint  Bonaventure's  Quaestiones  super  1  Sententiarum  printed  at  Eich- 
staedt  not  only  bears  a  scroll  with  Hngmayer's  name  stamped  on  the  cover,  but  an 
inscription  on  the  inner  side  of  the  cover  informs  us  that  he  was  paid  15  Bohemian 
florins  for  stitching  and  binding  it : — "  Hunc  librum  emit  sibi  Magister  Hieronimus 
Paternoster  ex  Schwebisch  hall  anno  a  Nativitate  Domini  Millezimo  quadringen- 
tezimo  octuagezimo  in  nundiuis  Nordlingensibus  pro  uno  floreno  Benensi  et  quinquo 
Bohemicalibus,  et  dedit  pro  incorporacione  et  illigacione  quindecim  Bohemicalefl 
cuidam  corporiste  Ulmensi."

Upper  side  :  Panel  divided  by  two  horizontal  bands  outlined  by 
single  tillets  into  three  compartments  ;  those  at  the  head  and  foot  are 
adorned  with  a  stamp  (25  X  10)  with  rounded  ends  charged  with  a
